The Chicago Times-Herald: The pol 


toy outlined by Secretary Wilton of the 
department of agriculture glvee assuranc 
thai the interests of husbandry are to be 
Intelligently and aggressively promote 
by the federal government for tbe nex 
four yean. Although a scientific an 
scholarly agriculturist, Mr. Wilson's pred 
eoenor was unfortunately handicapped b 
a contlnaoue disagreement with congress 
over tbe seed question, and bence he full 
ed to secure the hearty co-operation of tb 
representative* in carrying outtbemeas 
ores which be advocated from timetc 
time, neatly ail of which were eminent!; 
seniible and commendable. 


Instead of making a direct issue with 


the congressmen on tbe seed question Sec 
mtary Wilson will devise a different svs 
tern for tbe distrlbnton of this Indefen 
slble gratuity, which It is believed wil 
develops new resources and a greater 
diversification of agricultural Industrie 
and agricultural products. The free dis- 
tribution of seeds by tbe government Is a 
form of paternalism that has no defense 
bnt so long an tbe representatives refuse 
to abandon this inexpensive me'.hod u 
cultivating their rural constituencies the 
secretary adopts the very sensible plan o 
making the gratuity as valuable as posai 
ble in diversifying the products of agri 
culture.

tary Is preparing to supply to the farmers 
of tbe country tbe class nf plants Wbiob 
have proved especially valuable In other 
parts ot the world and In experiments 
which have boon conducted in a few o 
tbe states of this country.

trail of warbler, sparrow or thrush like 
a fcleuth-hound. Yonder n tiny yellow- 
bird with a jet black cheek flits hither 
\vith a wisp of dry grass in her beak, 
and disappears in the branches of • 
small tret close to my studio door. Like 
the shadow ol fate the cow-bird sudden- 
ly appears, and has doubtless soon fer- 
reted out her cradle. 


In a certain grassy bank not far from 


where I am writing; at the foot of an 
unsuspecting fern, a song sparrow has 
built her nest Ii lies in a hollow among 
the dried leaves and grass, and is BO 
artfully merged with its immediate 
surroundings that even, though you 
know its precise locaition, it still elude* 
you. Only yesterday the last finishing 
touches were jnade upon the nest, and 
this morning, as I might bare antici- 
pated from the excess of lisp and twit- 
ter of the mother bird, I find the first 
pretty brown-spotted egg-. 


Surely our cow-bird has mussed thta 


fiecrct haunt on her rounds. Be not d*- 
ceiveJ! Within a half hour after this 
egg was laid the sparrow and its mate, 
returning from a brief absence to view 
thei.r prize, discover two eggs where 
thcj- had beeo responsible for but one. 
The prowling foe had already discov- 
ered their secret; for she, too, is "an 
attendant oil the spring," and had been 
s-imply biding her time. The. parent 
birds once out of sight, she had stolen 
slyly upon the nest, and after a very 
brief interval as slyly retreated, leaving 
her questionable compliments, pre- 
sumably nilli a self-satisfied chuckle. 
The intnidcd egg is so like its fellow 
ns to be hardiy distinguishable except 
in its slightly larger size. It is doubt- 
ful whether the sparrow, in particular, 
owing to this similarity, ever realizes 
the deception. Indeed, the event Is 
possibly considered a cause for self-con- 
gratulation rather than otherwise — at 
least iinHl her eyes are opened by the 
fateful denouement, of a few weeks 
later. And thus the American cow- 
bird outcuclcoos the cuckoos as an "at- 
tendant on the spring," taking her pick 
among the nurseries of featherdom, 
now \ ictimizing- the oriole by a brief so- 
journ in the swinging hammock in tbe 
elm, here stopping a moment to leave 
her charge to the care of an indigo bird, 
to-inorrow creeping through the grass 
to the secreted nest of the Maryland 
yellow-throat, or Wilson's thrush, or 
chewink. And, nnnccountflble as It 
nouM appear, here we find the same 
deadly token safely lodged in rhc dainty 
cobweb nest of the vireo, a fragile pen- 
dual fabric hung in the fork of a slen- 
der branch « hioh it itself would barely 
appear sufficiently strong to sustain 
the weight of a cow-bird without empty- 
In)? the nest.— William Hamilton Glb- 
sOn, iu Harper's Magazine.

The condemned men spent a restlesi 
night, but rose early and ate a hearty 
breakfast. They nemed unmoved and 
indifferent. 
Both told frUnds that there 


wan no truth In their oonfeMloni to the 
governor. That they played ai a last re- 
port. The scaffold li erected ID the jail 
yard, which was »oon crowded with peo- 
ple while great throngs ouUlde were un- 
able to get In. Shortly before the hour 
filed {or the inarch to the gallowi a letter 
to Walling from nil iweetheart, Miss Bob 
arts, was delivered. It «ent love and told 
him to die game. Shortly after 9 o'clock 
it was announced that Jackson bad made 
a complete confession. This upset the 
program and the execution was delayed 
while Governor Bradley oould be com- 
municated with. Jackson, In a confes- 
sion, has said that Walling ts not guilty. 
Walling's attorneys and Sheriff Plummer 
wired the governor what Jackson said. 
Tho crowd outside was kept ported as to 
developments 
They became Imiatlent, 


believing it was another ruse to gain 
time 


At 10:30 tho sheriff received a menage 


from the governor in answer to the one 
sent, saying: 


"Proceed with the execution. If Jack- 


eon makes a statement on the gallows to 
that effect you may suspend Waiting's ex- 
ecution 
until further directions from 


me. " 


Flummer then ordered the men to pre- 


pare for the scaffold. 


Early this morning the governor bad 


changed his mind and Issued an order res- 
piting Waliing for four days and notified 
Sheriff Plummer of the fact, but when he 
was wired tb»t both men had admitted 
they had lied In the confessions they bad 
sent to the governor and that Jackson 
had made another confession exbonorat- 
ing Walling be withdrew bis respite, giv- 
ing the sheriff orders in case Jackon reit- 
erated the statement on the gallows ex- 
honorating Walling li postpone the exe- 
cution of Walling until further orders, 
otherwise to go on with the execution of 
both. The last action of the governor 
was due to the fact that both had lied to 
him in their confessions and neither 
could be believed unless, perhaps, at the 
very last moment when death seemed un- 
avoidable.
